Responsive to the Notice of Abandonment mailed November 17, 2003, Applicants 
respectfully assert that for the following reasons, the withdrawal of the holding of abandonment is 
in order. 



Applicants in the above-identified patent application have received a Notice of 
Abandonment, dated December 10, 2003, copy enclosed as Exhibit A, advising that the application 
is abandoned due to Applicants' failure to timely respond to the Notice To File Missing Parts (the 
"Notice") mailed January 24, 2002. 

For the reasons set forth below, Applicants believe that the Notice of Abandonment is in 
error or due to actions by the USPTO and should be withdrawn. 
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In the alternative, abandonment of the application was unavoidable under 37 C.F.R. § 
1.137(a). If deemed necessary, the Commissioner is authorized to charge the fee under Rule 1.17(1) 
for the Petition to Revive to Deposit Account No. 04-0100.
